Manitgntese and Soda,'Scarce And Dear,
Factors in Jersey Situntion.
Glassboro, N. J., Jan. 20.-The

scarcity of chemicals as a result of
the European war is causing great un
easiness among the glass bottle manur
facturers. At a recent meeting the
fact was brought out that sonic mann-
facturers only have enough chemicals
to run until spring and that no one
could go beyond next November.
.Manganese Is the only chemical

known which will produce flint or
white glass, and to do this it must be
v!rtually free from iron. \\hlile man-
ganosie Is mined in \est Virginia, it
contains so lnich iron that it is worth-
less for glass iauacturing. The
.\i.igan'.'::e for making glass is muined
along the line of the Transecaucasian
Rlailway, het weenl flatum and T1iflis,
and It is shippetd from ltit3m111 on the
Illack:Sca. \\ith the Drardanelles still
closed, it neiedls no a rg iumen4t to justi-
fy the advance in rice of glass ma niu-
factulre..' nauw-ganese, which Was sell-
ina" at _24 a ten h,'fore the war and is
now bringing $ 120 a ton. New York
lotations for lulanganese salts today
ran from $220 to $1000 a ton.
Soda ash, or carbonate of soda, is
